20-Second Recording Module 


OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 



Your RadioShack 20-Second Recording Module provides qual- 
ity recording and playback for a message up to 20 seconds. 
The single-message record/playback system is pre-wired and 
ready for installation in a cabinet. 

Because the recording module is digital, you can record a new 
message as many times as you like without having to wait for a 
tape to rewind. Record your voice and add a picture to make a 
special keepsake for a loved one, or record a message to re- 
mind yourself of things to do. 

INSTALLING THE BATTERY 

Your recording module requires one 9V battery (not supplied) 
for power. For the best performance and longest life, we recom- 
mend a RadioShack alkaline battery. Simply attach it to the bat- 
tery terminal. 

Warning: Dispose of an old battery promptly and properly. Do 
not burn or bury it. 

Caution: 

• Use only a fresh battery of the required size and recom- 
mended type. 

• If you do not plan to use the recording module for a month 
or longer, remove the battery. A battery can leak chemicals 
that can destroy electronic parts. 

RECORDING 

1 . Hold down the record button on the small PC board. The 
indicator lights. 


2. Speak your message (up to 20 seconds) in a normal voice 
about 1-2 inches from the speaker. 

3. Release the record button to stop recording. The indicator 
turns off. 

Note: A new recording replaces the previous one. 

PLAYBACK 

Press the play button located on the large PC board. The re- 
cording module plays your recording and the indicator flashes 
once when playback stops. 

Note: When playback slows down, replace the battery. When 
you remove the battery, the recording module retains the re- 
corded message until you install a new battery and record a 
new message. 

CARE 

To enjoy your recording module for a long time: 

• Keep the recording module dry. If it gets wet, wipe it dry 
immediately. 

• Use and store the recording module only in normal temper- 
ature environments. 

• Handle the recording module gently and carefully. Do not 
drop it. 

• Keep the recording module away from dust and dirt. 

Modifying or tampering with the recording module’s internal 
components can cause a malfunction and might invalidate its 
warranty. If your recording module is not performing as it 
should, take it to your local RadioShack store for assistance.
